DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1-18 are 
allowable since certain key features of the claimed invention are not taught or fairly suggested by 
the prior art. Specifically, in claims 1, 7 and 13, pattern geometry evaluation means that 
computes geometry match metrics for the hypothesized key sequences by comparing separation 
vectors between the successive touch locations with separation vectors between the successive 
hypothesized key locations as well as by measuring the zero-order key/touch alignment error . 
The closest prior art, Luo (6,378,234) teaches of a sequential stroke keyboard system, however, 
either singularly or in combination, fails to anticipate or render the above underlined limitations 
obvious.
